TEL AVIV, Oct. 29 (Agen- 
cies) — Israel has rejeoted 
President Carter’s protest 
against its plans to enlarge 
Jewish settlements in the oc- 
cupied West Bank of Jordan, 
government officials said.

The Israeli reaction was con- 
tained in a message drawn up 
ivy Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin and approved by the ca- 
binet at its regular weekly 
meeting Sunday. 

A government official said 
that President Carter’s pro- 
test last, week to the Israeli 
ann ouncement on strengthen- ' 
ing existing settlements in the 
Wert Bank had been “sharp.” . 

The official said: “Israel's 

answer was equally firm.” 

He added that Begin in his 
reply reiterated “Israel’s right 
to settle in ludea and Sama- 
ria (West Bank) and noted 
that he had stated at the Camp 
David talks that Israel intend- 
ed to “strengthen” existing 

settlements. 

Another government offi- 
cial said Begin’s message, 
while firm, also declared that 
he thought C-S. reaction to 
the new settlement plan was 
“exaggerated beyond all pro- 
portions.” 

The Israeli cabinet last week 
decided -to enlarge its existing 
settlements and some $15 mil- 
lion were said to have been 
appropriated for die purpose. 

A special cabinet session 
has been called for Monday 
to discuss developments in the 
Israeli- Egypti an peace treaty 
talks in Washington. 

Meanwhile Israel radio re- 
ported Sunday that the United 
States has frozen the 
negotiations on a peace treaty 
while Washington awaits Be- 
rn’s letter. 

The radio's Washington cor- 
respondent, quoting UiL sour- 
ces, said the US. Stale 


partmeni , was analyzing • the 
Israeli and Egyptian positions, 
which included “far-reaching 
changes” in the draft worked 
out by the two sides- prior to 
the Israeli delegation's return 
home last week. 

The Americans would pre- 
pare a new draft - treaty to . 
bridge the differences separat- 
ing the two sides once Begia’s 
letter arrives in Washington, 
the radio said. 

Earlier, • State Department 
spokesman Kenneth Brown 
said- the Americans were not 
working on a new . draft treaty, 
and denied reports, the U.S. . 
had already submitted a hew 
draft to the Egyptian and Is- 
raeli delegations in Washing- 
ton. 

The Israeli declaration on 
settlements came in what For- 
eign Minister Moshe Dayan 
said was a “bad, negative re- 
action” to suggestions by US. 
Undersecretary of State Ha- 
rold Saunders that some sett- 
lers might leave tee West 
Bank in the coining years. 

Begin also took the decision 
now to “thicken" the settle- 
ments to win support from 
doubters in his government 
over the draft peace treaty 
with Egypt. 

Opposition leader Shimon 
Peres said Sunday cri-

The move, reported by local 
newspapers and not denied by 
Iran’s Information Minister, 
-appeared likely to further re- 
duce tee power of Savak as a 
dreaded internal secret pqlice 
force. ... 

According to the reports, tee 
sacked officials included Sa- 
vak’s second-in-command, .Par- 
veez SabetL ' 

Asked to confirm the reports 
Information Minister Muham- 
mad Reza Ameii-Tehrani said 
be knew nothing beyond what 
had bear in tee newspapers. 
Newsmen took bis statement as 
implicit confiimarion. 

The dismissals follow a cut 
in activity of the political po- 
lice in recent months in line 
with moves by the government 
to liberalize Iranian politics, 
and allegations of torture by 
some of tee 1,000 political 
prisoners freed last week to 
mark tee Shah’s 59th birth- 
day. 

Freed -political prisoners told 
local newspapers of how they, 
were tortured while under 
arrest, according to reports pub- 
lished Sunday. 

Opposition members of ‘par- 
liament meanwhile tabled a mo- 
tion in tee Majlis Gower house) 
calling for the retrial of all po- 
litical prisoners still behind bars, 
and the legal rehabilitation of 
those recently released. 

In June the Shah dismissed 
Savak’s chief for the past 13 
years, Gen. Nematottah Nassiri, 
amid mounting public demons- 
trations against tile regime. 

He was appointed ambassa- 
dor to Pakistan, but was forced 
to resign following a c cusations 
that he ordered torture and 
illegal arrests and accumulated 
wealth illegally. 

Judicial authorities are still 
studying the complaints, _ but 
there has been no official indi- 
cation whether Nassiri, will be 
prosecuted. He returned to Iran 
this month. 


Sabeti was Nassui’s deputy 
and bead of Savak’s Tehran 
political operations. He con- 
tinued to serve under his suc- 
cessor, former military intelli- 
gence chief Gen. Nasser 
Moghadam.

Truckloads of troops were on 
alert in case of trouble outside 


the university, which reopened 
Sunday after an all-night sit- 
down demonstration by lectur- 
ers protesting against a two-day 
closure ordered Saturday. 

Demonstrators shouted slo- 
gans against the Shan. They 
also carried pictures of his prin- 
cipal -religious opponent, Ayat- 
ollah (spiritual leader) Ruh- 
oil ah Khomaini, now living 
temporarily in Paris. 

At one paint, same demons- 
trators threatened to pull down 
a statue of the monarch near 
tee university entrance. But 
leaders of the protest w arned 
them not to provoke interven- 
cion by the military and they 
backed off.

Basques halt first peace rally 
as street riots sweep province

BILBAO, Oct. 29 (Agencies) 
— Clashes between rioi police 
and left-wing nationalists spread 
across Spain's troubled northern 
Basque country Saturday night 
after street fighting cut short 
a controversial peace march in 
Bilbao. 

At least 17 people were in- 
jured and 16 detained in the 
city as police, boosted by 1,000 
reinforcements, fought running 
baules with demonstrators. 

The clashes forced moderate 
Basques, grouped around the 
Centrist and Christian Demo- 
cratic Basque Nationalist Party 
(PNV), to curtail a silent march 
in protest against increasing 
violence in the region. 

Tens of thousands of Bas- 
ques defied extremist warnings 
to slay safely at home and 
marched Saturday in the first 
anti-terrorist demonstration in 
history in Spain's troubled re- 
gion. 

“We want peace,” said Igna- 
cio Carerra, a 65-year-old Bas- 
que who joined in a silent 
march through the center of 
Bilbao. 

The demonstration opened 
the first serious rift within the 


Basque nationalist movement.' 
Extreme left-wingers oppose the 
PNV pacifist stand because they 
accuse the Madrid government 
of institutional violence against. 
Basques. 

But up to 100.000 people, 
many wearing the traditional 
Basque berets and the green, 
red and white regional colon, 
turned out for the march. 


Narcos stops 
rice exports 
after typhoon 


MANILA, Oct. 29 (R) - 
President Ferdinand Marcos 
has halted rice exports in the 
wake of havoc caused by 
Typhoon Rita. 

But Agriculture Minister Ar- 
turo Tanco said the country 
would still meet its rice export 
commitments and home needs 
despite the destruction of 
300.000 tons by Rita and two 
earlier storms. 

' The death toll from the storm, 
which brought heavy floods 
and landslides, reached 43 Sun- 
day with more than 245,000 
flood victims. 


'Nearby, about 1,000 radical 
nationalists provoked fierce 
clashes with heavily armed riot 
police in a banned rival de- 
monstration, throwing gas 
bombs, barricading streets an d 
hurling stones. 

Violence was also reported in 
the Basque cities of Pamplona, 
where about 100 demonstrators 
fought police with petrol 
bombs, and in San Sebastian 
where hundreds of left-wingers 
barricaded streets and sioneu 
police in protest against the 
peace march. 

Across the country in the 
Catalan capital of Barcelona, 
police broke up small groups- 
of youths demonstrating in 
support of the Basque separa- 
tist guerrilla group ETA. 

The PNV took its anti-vio- 
lence stand in face of increas- 
ing attacks by ETA guerrillas, 
who have killed 13 policemen 
and paramilitary civil guards in 
.the region in the last two 
months. 

ETA complained the march 
was specifically aimed against 
it, but the PNV said it opposed 
violence of any kind in the re- 
gion.

NEWARK, New Jersey, Oct. 
29. (Rj — Two Russians found 
guilty of spying against the 
United States will be sentenced 
Monday after a precedent- 
setting trial 

Valdek Euger and Rudolf 
Cheruyayev, both Soviet Uni- 
ted Nations employees, were 
found guilty of paying $20,000 
to an undercover agent in re- 
turn for secrets related to and- 
submarine warfare. 

They face maximum senten- 
ces of life imprisonment. 

District Court Judge Frede- 
rick Lacey set an important 
legal precedent at the trial 
when he ruled that the right 
of a defendant to a fair and 
public court hearing must take 
precedence over the govern- 
ment's national defense inte- 
rests. 

A Senate panel's report said 
government reluctance to dis- 
close secrets in open court 
amounted to a form of “grey* 
mad." 

The intelligence problems 
posed by such proceedings were 
highlighted by an incident at 
the New Jersey spy trial. 

U.S. government sources said 
an artist from the Soviet gov- 
ernment newspaper “Izvestia" 
joined artists from the U.S. 
television networks to sketch 
pictures at the trial. 

But, the sources said, the 
“Izvestia" artist drew only the 
faces of half a dozen FBI 
agents as they gave testimony. 

“You can bet that the sket- 
ches of these FBI agents were 
passed around to the KGB 
people,” the sources said. 

U.S. law allows artists in 
court but not photographers.

The prime minister, co-lea- 
der of a transition government 
with the three black, signato- 
ries to the' March agreement, 
made no mention of a planned 
referendum of white voters' 
who wielded' political power 
for almost a century. 

The March accord promised 
such a referendum to affirm 
the white minority’s support 
for a surrender of power as i 
prelude to elections. 

Smith did stress at Sundays 
news conference that the tran- 


sition government would con- 
tinue to move toward majo- 
rity rule “to the best of our 
ability.*’ 

He told reporters he hoped 
an announcement would be 
made later this week on a new 
timetable for the transfer uf 
power from the 260.000 whites 
to the 6.8 million blacks.

The Peking “Peoples Daily," 
organ of the Communist Party, 
said on Friday that the Little 
Red Book had been edited by 
Lin Piao. Chairman Mao’s dis- 
graced heir who died in a plane 
crash while fl-ieing from China 
In 1971. 

The newspaper debunked the 
theme of the book that one 
sentence of Mao's writing play- 


ed the role of 10,000 sentences. 

“In this way the system of 
Mao Tse-tung’s thought was 
dismembered and it was redu- 
ced to maxims which neither 
had inner links nor a proper 
historical context.” 


It said Lin Piao and the 
gang of four radicals, led by 
Mao’s widow Chians Ching, 
used the quotations to further 
their own ends.

PAKISTAN ELECTIONS 


The announcement by the military government of Pakis- 
tan that general elections will be held next October should be 
welcomed. Their promise “not to stay in power indefinitely” 
should be taken seriously, lhhough election promises have 
broken before. Maybe the situation in the country after the 
trauma of Bhuttos alleged election rigging last year, his trial 
and sentence to death and his party's furore, combined to 
convince Gen. Zia that a general election would not be war- 
ranted at this time. 

Such announcements have been made so often elsewhere 
in the worid, usually soon after a military seizure, that one is 
skeptical whenever a new one is made in any Third World 
country. But we do earnestly believe that Gen. Zia and his 
lieutenants will keep thear promise. 

Ever since 1977, when Bhuuo was accused of rigging the 
last general election in which his Pakistan People's Party won 
a suspiciously large slice of the ballots cast, die country has 
been ruled by the military. A brief spell of democracy under 
Mr. Bhuuo, however tarnished his record may have been, 
came to an abrupt end on July 5 when the army took over. 

Despite the number of military regimes and the length 
of time during' which Pakistan was ruled by generals, the 
people still longed for the restoration of democratic traditions. 
And the recent announcement should, go some way toward 
assnaging fears that the military intends to stay in power in- 
definitely. 

• With this in view, the government ought to put mto oper- 
ation the mechanism necessary to prepare the elections. There 
should be a genuine atmosphere of complete freedom ta or- 
ganize. canvass and reach the electorate. Although Bhuno is 
behind, bars, his PPP is still very Touch alive and a force 
Jo be- reckoned with. .Despite the ordeal of its leader and the 
Campaign that has smeared him since his removal from office.

Explaining Rhodesia

NEW YORK — 

In 1965. with the support of 
JO per cent of his 250,000 
whites, lan Smith declared Rho- 
Jesia an independent country. 
He had hijacked 6.000.000 
blacks. 

Over the years Smith unsuc- 
:esstfully negotiated with Britain 
in attempts to legalize his ppsi- 
:ion because sanctions made de- 
velopment almost impossible. 
Britain continued to demand 
political progress for blacks as 
a foundation for a settlement 
and Smith boasted of “no ma- 
jority rule in my lifetbne.” AH ■ 
negotiations failed. 

In 1976 Dr. Kissinger flew in 
and Smith agreed to accept 
majority rule within two years. 
The conference which follow- 
ed at Geneva failed. Dabany 
Sithole. the leader of ZANU, 
Zimbabwe African National 
Union, was deposed from his 
leadership of the militant 
ZANU and the significant lea- 
ders were now Bishop 
Muzorewa with a large foil ow- 
ing within Rhodesia and 
Nfcomo and Mugabe now uni- 
ted in the Patriotic Front and 
supported by the black Front- 
Line states. 

Sithole. once regarded by 
white as public enemy No, 1, 
ippiied to smith to return to 
Rhodesia. He renoun d the

Some months earlier the Uni- 
ted States of America and Bri- 
tain had published tbe “Anglo- 
American proposals" aimed at 
persuading aH parties to nego- 
tiate. A United Nations force 
was to hold the ring vrtiile a 
national army, in which guer- 
rillas would be included, was 
to be established and eventu- 
ally an election on a universal 
franchise was to be conducted. 

Smith rejected the plan, bt* 
recognized that he must find 
a viable alternative as the coun- 
try was sliding to disaster. Thir- 
teen thousand people have now 
been killed and our small coun- 
try is spending SI million a day 
on the war. 

Smith has an army of 6,000 
blacks and 2,000 whites* half of 
whom are foreigners. By tak- 
ing every white man up to 
the age of 50 out of his em- 
ployment for some months of 
each year a territorial force of 
35,000 is maintained but at 
great cost to the economy. 

Under such circumstances 
Smith had either to accept the 
Anglo-American terms or find 
a viable alternative. He chose 
to negotiate with Muzorewa, 
Sithole and his own supporter. 
Chief Chirau. Smith had the 
army. Bishop Muzorewa had 
wide support amongst fhe peo- 
ple, and Sithole is clever and 
is committed to help South. 

On March 3 the internal ag- 
reement was signed, ft gives 
Smith his blocking mechanism 
of 28 white seats, 28 per ceot 
representation for less than 4 
per cent of the people. White 
dominance of the police, the 
amy. and the civil service » 
assured for at least 10 years 
under its provisions. — (NYT) 


1 TALK TO THEM CONSTANTLY" 
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Self-sufficiency for Bissau

BISSAU — 

Every worker in Guinea- 
Bissau picks up a 50=ldlo sack 
of rice once a month at his 
workplace. Trucks deliver the 
rice, the nation’s main food, to 
factories and government offi- 
ces to stop their employees tak- 
ing time off work to stand in 
the long queues outside die 
state-run “People’s Shops.” 

Rice has been in short sup- 
ply for a year here, following 
a disastrous drought last year 
that wiped out more than half 
the expected crop. 

Guinea-Bissau has had to 
treble its rice imports from 

13.000 tons in 1977 to over 

32.000 tons this year, according 
to Armando Ramos da Silva, 
the state commissioner for 
trade. 

“We only have two week’s 
rice in stock,” be said. Although 
all rice imports have been sent 
free this year under aid agree- 
ments. the country has at times 
run out of rice completely, he 
said, because of the late arrival 
of some aid-carrying ships. 

Food shortages mil continue 
here until November when the 
next rice harvest begins. Lucki- 
ly, this year's rainy season, 
which began in May, has been 
excellent: farmers at the Do- 
mingos Ramos Agricultural Co- 
operative, named after a guer- 
rilla leader who died fighting 
the Portuguese in 1966. say 
that they expect a bumper 
crop. 

For the first time since in- 
dependence in 1974, Guinea- 
Bissau may become self-suffi- 
cient in rice; though, da Silva 
said, some rice would still be 
imported next year to build up 
the country's basic food stocks. 

Guinea-Bissau was once a 
net exporter of rice but started 
importing it in 1968 because 
of the agricultural disruption 


caused by tbe 1 1-year libera tion 
war and the flight of a sixth 
of the population across the 
borders into Senegal, Guinea-; 
Conakry and Gambia as re- 
fugees. 

According to Portuguese sta- 
tistics, the total land area under 
cultivation had fallen from 

410.000 hectares in 1953 to only 

125.000 hectares by 1972. Rice 
output between -these years fell 
by 71 per cent and production 
of groundnuts, the main export, 
by 56 per cent. By 1974, annual 
rice imports had reached a 
record 30,600 tom. 

With no mining industry and 
practically no manufacturing 
sector either {manufacturing 
still employs less than 2,000 
people), the agricultural collap- 
se brought a catastrophic trade 
deficit 

Since then, the ruling Afri- 
can Party for the Independen- 
ce of Guinea and Cape Verde 
(PAIGCJ has been trying to 
resurrect the farming sector. 
The refugees have all been re- 
settled and seeds are distribu- 
ted free to peasants. 

Until the Sahelian drought 
suddenly spread southwards 
into Guinea-Bissau last year, 
much progress had been made. 
Rice imports had been reduced 
to under 11,000 tons in 1976; 
and exports of groundnuts dou- 
bled from 8,000 tons in 1975 
to 16,000 tons in 1977. 

But then the drought struck, 
reducing rice output from 

80.000 tons in 1976 to only 

30.000 tons last year. 

Luckily, international aid. has 

saved Guinea-Bissau from hav- 
ing to pay for a considerable 
chunk of its imports. All food 
aid has been sent free; and 
last year 35 per cent of total 
imports were sent as free gifts 
under aid agreements. 

Additionally, public trans- 
fers and capital inflows have

assured a balance of payments 
equilibrium, but Guinea-Bissau 
- may- find itself facing a mount- 
•*-ing burden of foreign -debt, and, 
officials here say, the debt ser- 
vice ratio is already running at 
around 15 per cent' a year. 

To diversify its sources of 
export earnings away from 
groundnuts and palm kernels, 
Guinea-Bissau is hoping to tap 
the rich fishing resources off its 
coast. 

Until 1975, it had no modem 
fishing industry. Since then, 
three joint fishing companies 
have been set up. with the 
USSR, France and'AJgeria, and 
a fourth, with Portugal, may 
be founded later this year. 

Prospecting for bauxite and 
phosphates has begun too. A 
Hungarian team has already 
estimated the counties bauxite 
deposits, in Boe region, at 250 
million tons, and now a more 
detailed study is being made 
by the Soviet Union. The Fren- 
ch Bureau de Recherches Geo- 
logiques et Minieres is making 
a similar study of the smaller 
phosphate deposits in Oio and 
Cacheu. 

World market conditions, 
however, are not conducive to 
the exploitation of the bauxite 
deposits and major investment 
would be required- — - in build- 
ing a new port at Buba, a rail- 
way line, an alu mini um plant 
and a hydroelectric scheme. 

Another unknown factor is 
oil. Esso discovered some oil 
here in 1958 when worid prices 
were too low for exploitation. 
Since independence. SEAGAP, 
a consortium involving Italy's 
AG1P and the United Stales 
'Phillips Petroleum, has applied _ 
for a prospecting contract but ' 
no agreement has yet been 
reached and tbe Bissau govern- 
ment is reticent about accepting 
some of the terms proposed by ' 
SEAGAP. — (OJFNSJ

WASHINGTON — 

The Carter administration 
wiU follow up on the new 
energy bill and send new pro- 
posals to Congress in January 
to raise U.S. oil prices to 
world levels. 

The Senate killed a similar 
proposal in the session just 
ended — the so-called crude 
oil equalization tax. With >t 
died the administration's hop- 
es of reducing total oil nn- 
ports by about 4.5 million 
barrels a day by 1985. The 
present bill will cut imports 
by about three million 
barrels, thanks primarily to an 
increase in the price of natu- 
ral gas. 

That will reduce total U.S. 
oil imports to around nine or 
ten millior. barrels a day. AL 
though officials concede that 
they will probably not hit the 
original target of seven-to-eighl 
million barrels of imports 
daily, even with new oil taxes, 
they are determined to try to 
get as dose as they can. 

. Just what tactics will work 
best has not yet been decided. 
Energy Secretary James Sch- 
lesinger told newsmen October 
20 several options are being 
studied. 

First, the president already 
has authority to Arbitrarily im- 
pose import fees on oil, which 
would raise the price domesti- 
cally. But this is “a poor alter- 
native.” especially administra- 
tively, Schlesinger said, and 
“I do not think it's necessary." 

Second, under existing law 
the president could simply 
wipe out price controls on oil 
by fiat beginning May 31. 
This would be the most effi- 
cient way, the secretary says, 
“but it's not equitable.” Such 
a move would leave consumers 
paying higher prices while oil 
companies simply pocketed the 
extra profits. 

Third, the president could 
again ask Congress for a crude 
oil equalization tax, funnehng 
the profits to the treasury ra- 
ther than to the companies. 
The Senate balked at the tax 
provisions Jn an election year, 
' - and the - political outlook ' still 
•"presents problems, even -differ 
the election. * 

Thus more and more the 
. administration seems to - be 
leaning toward requesting a 
windfall profits tax or an ex- 
cess profits tax on oil, coupl- 


ed with price deregulation in 

some form. 

The original target of seven 
million barrels a day in oil 
imports by !98f was made 19 
months ago when the energy 
bill first went to Congress. 
Now, even if an oil tax of 
some kind can be passed, k is 
too late to reach the original 
goal, Schlesiuger concedes. 
Too much time has gone by — 
valuable time needed by in- 
dustry to make changes in its 
capital stock either to conser- 
ve oil or switch to other forms 
of energy. 

It would be desirable to rut 
seven million barrels on sche- 
dule in 19815. Schlesinger says, 
but it's more important to 
make the adjustment smooth- 
ly, without disrupting the eco- 
nomy — this is, without a 
sharp rise in prices or import 
quotas. 

No action that tbe United 
States can take will succeed in 
cutting U.S. oil imports to 
zero — at least not until some 
time in the next century when 
a breakthrough in solar energy 
on nuclear energy makes the 
nation' independent of oH. 

The goal. Schlesinger says, 
is not total independnee. but 
a reduced vulnerability to a 
cutoff of foreign supplies. 

The problem is not a lack 
of foreign oiL Indeed, the 
problem is that oil is too 
readily available — from 
abroad. - 

In the short term, mean- 
while, energy supplies are 
good, although the winter de- 
mand, as it usually does, will 
probably rise to near maxi- 
mum oil production. 

The United States has “no 
problem" in oil supply -in the 
short term, the secretary says; 
plently of natural gas Is avail- 
able, and last winter’s coal 
strike will not be repeated this 
year. 

Free world oil demand has 
increased two million barrels 
a day over last year — that’s 
an increase of more than four 
percent. But some of this is 
-Jtfe-stocking in anticipation of 
an OPEC price rise and wiB 
end. in. January when OPEC 
announces whether it will or 
will- net raise prices. Thus 
demand will fall off after 
that, no matter how the deci- 
sion goes. 

The United States should 
see more natural gas flowing 


into the rest of the coumiy 
from Texas, Oklahoma and 
Louisiana as early as Decem- 
ber 2, Schlesinger says, as a 
result of the new energy bill. 
President Carter plans to sign 
the bill about November 9. 
The Department of Energy 
will issue its new regulations 
implementing the law of No- 
vember 10. and the gas should 
begin flowing out about three 
weeks later. 

With the natural gas kg* 
latiqn completed, Schlesinger 
says, the administration can 
now make some long delayed 
decisions on importing Uquj, 
fied natural gas. For instance, 
he says, the United States ij 
ready to begin further aBu 
with Mexico on this subject 
“whenever they wish to do 


so. 


The secretary almost insne- 
"diaiely after his October -20 
news conference for China to 
discuss, among other things, 
ways to help China exploit its- 
targe untapped oil supplies, 
much of which probably find 
its way into the world mar- 
ket. 

China “has shown great in- 
terest in Western technology," 
Schlesinger said. And ewa. 
though most of China’s oil ex- 
ports would probably go to its 
neighbor Japan, this would 
help the United States and 
other oil-importing nations by 
siphoning off Japanese de- 
mand for other sources of oiL 

The growth of oil produc- 
tion anywhere helps consumers 
everywhere, Schlesinger poin- 
ted out 

From China the secretary 
will visit Japan to discuss a 
three-way U.S.-Japanese-West 
German agreement to work 

cooperatively on obtaining li- 
quid fyete from coaL The 
United States is considering 
building such a facility. 


Such a project would be 
part of an “energy package — 
part two,” which is being pre- 
pared for submission to Con- 
gress in April. The package 
would also contain a solar 
energy review fuels from al- 
cohol andjrfjil shale,, and no* 
dear energy. The secretary 
said the administration stiB 
strongly relieves in the light 
water reactor and hopes tint 
licensing procedures for it wiE 
move rapidly through the new 
Congress next year.

The freedom railroad

LONDON — 
Tanzania and -Zambia have 
jointly asked China to help im- 
prove the operation of their 
2,000-kilometer “Uhura” (free- 
dom) railroad. 

The Peking government has 
responded by sending specialists 
to report on problems that have 
arisen . in both African states, 
but intends to avoid any com- 
mitment to perform big-scale 
repair or management func- 
tions. 

These developments, report- 
ed by Commonwealth and Chi- 
nese authorities who declined to 
be named, followed landlocked 
Zambia's decision in early 
October to open its frontier 
With Rhodesia and so regain 
access to the .ports of southern 
Africa. Spokesmen for the 
Tanzanian and Zambian dip- 
lomatic missions is London 
said, however, they could not 
confirm the reports. ' 

“China’s response to tbe ap- 
proach suggests a -< significant 
shift from an active to a pas- 
sive role in' Africa,” one senior 
Commonwealth envoy said. 
“The Chinese appear to be pro-' 
occupied increasingly with their 1 
own domestic problems of mo- 
dernization and in fact are 


seeking help from Britain and 
.other Western countries to re- 
organize thear own railroad sys- 
tem. They are short of tech- 
nicians for their own purposes 
and of course tiiey are still 
hurting a bit from their unsuc- 
cessful interventions in Angola, 
Zaire and Somalia. “ 


The “Uhura” railroad was 
China’s big showpiece in aid 
for Africa. It gave Zambia in 
central Africa an outlet to the 
Indian Ocean at the Tanzanian 
port of Dar-es-Salaam. More 
than 25.000 Chinese and 45,000 
Africans - worked on R from 
1970 to 1975. Peking financed 
it with an interest-free loan of 
$450 miiBon for which repay- 
ments, spread over 30 yean,, 
are due.to begin in 1983 by the 
two African neighbors.

DationaL" 

“Flight's” latest issue also 
reports that world flight safety 
has been improving — from 
around four fatal accidents per 
million flights at the outset of 
the J960s to just over two per 
million now. 

Basing its conclusion on a 
combination of four criteria, 
tire magazine’s latest issue ranks 
Italy and Japan in a tie tor 
second-safest, followed- by 
Scandinavia, West Germany 
and a '.tie between France and 
the United States. 

Egypt and Turkey rank just 
above Colombia at the other 
end of the scale of 18 ratings 
— which do not include Aus- 
tria, Finland, Ireland, Israel, 
New Zealand, South Africa 
and Switzerland. Their mishaps 
were not regularly recorded in 
.source materials used for the 
survey. 

Australia ranked first in 
safety in two prior surveys, 
1953-1962 and 1963-1972. The 
latest results are called “pro- 
visional" because 1978 is not 
yet over, but already the six- 
year period covers more than 
50 million flights compared to 
77 million in the previous 10 
years.

Ziad Jundi on science and art 


By Barry Reynolds 
DHAHRAN— ' There « 
light in the geometrical dark- 
ness.. presence in the optics, 
motion in the blurred heat." 

Dr. Ziad Jundi, a Uaiyer- 
sity of Petroleum and Mine- 
rals physicist, might have 
been conducting a freshman 
lab session. Instead he was 
seated in his Dbahran studio 
explaining the influences of 
Einstein and Rembrandt on his 
painting. 

■‘The separation of art from 
science," Jundi says, "is a re- 
cent phenomenon. Descartes 
and Rembrandt discussed op- 
tics. The great masters of pain- 
ting and music contributed 
much to contemporary scien- 
ce's ideas of space and time." 

For the 37-year-old Syrian 
physicist, the roots of this dual • 
interest run deep. As a child 
in Damascus he spent his out- 
of-school hours copying the 
works of masters. The acqui- 
sition of a doctorate in phy- 
sics from England's Durham 
University coincided with a 
commission from Syria's pre- 
sident. Hafez Assad, to com- 
plete five paintings for the pre- 
sidential palace. Jundi has 
held successful exhibition 
throughout the Middle East. 
During one two-day showing 
in Khalji. near the Saudi- 
Kuwaiti border, he sold 40 
paintings. 

His subject? 

"When 1 was in Syria they 
were largely of Da- 
mascus life. Now they 

are traditionally Arabian 
—the old and dying era.” 
Jundi’s subjects might have 
been painted 500 years ago, so 
timeless are the settings: lithe 
Bedouin dancers, hawkers, Shi- 
sha shops, storm-tossed dhows 
tents, campfire gatherings and 
the ever-present heat that 
sears the edges of his best 
works. If the themes are 
traditional, the style is dis- 
tinctly Jundi’s. 

“If you take away the cof- 
fee pots and dhows, Rem- 
brandt and me from my paint- 
ings, you’ll see a kind of im- 
pressionism," he chuckles. 
“One’s, impressions, if they are 
palpable, are important." 

what are his? 

“Cars and skyscrapers and 
straight tines don* interest 
me," h& asserts. “The Arab 
world with its consistent in- 
consistency. does." 

“This house, for instance,” 
he says, pointing to a mud- 
brick, fortress-like Hofuf 
home: “the waHs are craoked 
or concave or convex, but ne- 
ver straight. The " possibility 
for nuance is greater here 
than in painting the tallest sky- 
scraper or the siraigbtest 
road.” 

Another Jundi canvas cap- 
tures the labyrinthine irony of 
Damascus' famous Street Cal- 
led Straight, winding into in- 
finity. 

“We Arabs have not yet be- 
come as systematic in thought 
or action as the West has,” he 
says. “The old Saadi architec- 
ture. like the people, is spon- 
taneous and highly idiosyncra- 
tic." 

Does the artist fear for the 
future of his endangered Be- 
douin subjects? 

"No, 1 still see ibe Bedouin 
spirit in the taxi driver's face." 

He does, however, regard 
the paimer's stint in New York 
with some trepidation. "What 
could 1 replace my hearty, 
freedom-loving nomads with?" 
he asks. Cowboys? I’d have 
to do my painting in movie 
theaters." 

‘Epic portraits 

What he terms his "epic 
portraits" — mostly strong- 
featured. lawny .Arab males — 
illustrate lunch's technique of 
juxtaposing light and dark 


l- 
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shades. One portrait he vows 
he wiU never sell is of the 
late King Faisal. Completed 
after the King's death and 
suffused with a kind of emo- 
tional hindsight, the subject is 
portrayed in shades that are 
at once strong and serene. 
Like the eye of a hurricane, 
the King appears calm while 
around the edges and back- 
ground sweep gloomier, hectic 
and more variable hues. Light 
emanates from a picture of 
tile Holy Mosque of Mecca 
on the wall -behind the King 
and from a tiny window slat. 

“Symbolism should be sub- 
conscious," states Jundi. He 
says that the Mecca picture 
can be found in many Saudi 
homes, as well as the coffee 
pots. "1 tried to put aside my 
strong feelings for the late 
King and to work objectively 
in colors, contrast and mood. 
Bui,” he adds, “King Faisal 
created strong emotions in 
everyone he met." 

Critics have called the King 
Faisal portrait warm yet threa- 
tening: "Words don’t do jus- 
tice to visuals,” Jundi retorts. 

From his boyhood copying 
of masters, Jundi 's style be- 
came more realistic. 

"At one time in England 1 
did dozens of women's portra- 
its. 1 guess 1 flattered my 
subjects by hiding their dou- 
ble chins, raising cheekbones 
and putting passion in their tir- 
ed eyes, but it was profitable ' 
and helped finance my doctoral 
studies." He says that he learn- 
ed much about the human face 
during this period, but adder 
"I was Httle more than a well- 
paid cosmetician." 

f Unconscious ideals 

Jundi still paints portraits, 
but the subjects don't always 
recognize themselves. Last year, 
for example, he began a skefch 
of his wife, Sana. But when 
she bad to leave on holiday 
he “unconsciously but delibe- 
rately" altered her fea- 
tures. in this striking por- 
trait she emerges as a Bedouin 
woman; tough yet radiant, 
strong-boned but delicate, wil- 
lowy yet solid. “My idealized 
woman." he gestures helpless- 
ly- 

As a novelist's central char- 
acter is often a composite of 
three or four individuals, a 
single Jundi portrait sometimes 
embodies many real-life faces. 
Pointing to a proud, traditional- 
ly-clad young Arab, Jundi a- 
pflainsr “I saw this man's face 
on T.V., started him and then 
forgot the shape of his jaw- 
bone. So 1 recreated him with 
a fresh mouth and chin Td seen

Japan pledges Pakistan 
easier payment of debts 




ISLAMABAD, Oct. 29 (AP)* 
— Visiting Japanese Deputy 
Foreign Minister Masuo Tsu- 
shima said Sunday Japan will 
take ail possible Steps to lessen 
the burden of repayment of past 
Japanese loans faced by Pakis- 
tan. ■ 

Takashima, here for- annual 
discussions,, was asked in an 
interview' if his government 
contemplates following Sweden, 
Norway and the United King- 
dom in converting loans to 
Pakistan into grants,. as Pakis- 
tan has not defaulted on re- 
payment. 

The Japanese have generally 
been cold toward such ■ pro- 
posals and have so far insisted 
on sticking to the credit terms, 
whfle many other nations have 
eased the repayment situation 


in view ctf Pakistan's balance of 
payment problem. 

Several Pakistani business- 
men recently complained that 
the Japanese credits which they 
invested in industrial units are 
becoming almost impossible to 
repay because of the mounting 
value of the yen. 

Pakistani industrialists are 
facing liquidity problems and 
a generally slack economic situ- 
ation. 

Takasbima said so far there 
is no concrete proposal, but 
“we have been considering the 
possibilities to lessen the bur- 
den which Pakistan is bearing 
of loans given in the past" 

Takashhna also said “our 
main policy be to con- 
tinue extending economic assis- 
tance to Pakistan.” 


UNITED NATIONS, Oct 
29 (R), — An environmental 
study group has warned that 
by the end of the century the 
woddwide spread of towns 
and cities is expected to claim 
cropland now feeding 84 mil- 
lion people. 

This could help bring about 
sharp food price increases and, 
in turn, political turmoil, the 
Worldwatch Institute said. 

The institute, partly financed 
by the United Nations, noted 
that the world's poor already 
spend two-thirds of their in- 
come ou food. 

Political trouble might, not 
be avoidable without a big 
campaign to save farmland and 
“most importantly, to reduce 
the rate of population growth.” 

’Institute President Lester 
Brown, author of the report, 
said projections showed that by 
the end of the century urbani- 
zation around the world was 
expected to claim at least 25 
billion hectares now feeding 84 
million people. 

Brown reported that the ra- 
pid conversion of cropland to 
non-agriculiurai uses coupled 
with soil erosion and the ex- 
pansion of deserts was already 
causing a global shortage of 
farmland. 

He wrote that available in- 
formation invariably showed 
an. abrupt drop in the produc- 
tivity of new land now being 
brought under cultivation, add- 
ing: 

“Even a net expansion in the 
cropland base of 10 per cent 
might not be possible without

Israeli cabinet reaffirms limit 
of 15 per cent on wage rises 


TEL AVIV, Oct. 29 (R>- 
Thc Israeli cabinet Sunday re- 
affirmed its 15 per cent limit 
on wage increases and rejec- 
ted a trades union demand to 
Increase the ceiling to 20 per 


cent. 

Israeli newspapers had ear- 
lier anticipated that ministers 
would agree to the increase in 
order to avoid a new wave of 
strikes. 


French minister sees 
10 % inflation this year 


HAMBURG, Oct. 29 (R)— 
French Economy Minister 
Rene Monory said Sunday 
the French inflation rate 
could reach 10 per cent this 
year but should drop to six 
per cent by 1981. 

He was quoted in an inter- 
view with the magazine “Der 
Spiegel” as saying: “I think 
we can end the year with a 
figure of 10 per cent, perhaps 
even somewhat lower." 

Monory said that in 1979, 
inflation might be under eight 
per cent. With a one per cent 
reduction in 1980 and 1981, 
inflation should come down to 
six per cent. 

France, which has one of 


the highest inflation rates in 
the Common Market, last year 
hud a* rate of nine per cent. 

The French government was 
aiming to correct the trade 
imbalance between France 
and West Germany over the 
next few years. The two coun- 
tries are one another's most im- 
portant trading partner. “Der 
Spiegel" said France's trading 
deficit with West Germany 
was seven billion francs (S1.7 
billion). 

Monory expected French 
economic growth this year to 
be between 3.2 and 3.4 per 
cent. He predicted that the 
French growth rate would be 
slightly higher than West Ger- 
many’s. 


The cabinet announcement 
followed a five-hour meeting 
devoted almost entirely to 
economic matters. The deci- 
sion could bring threats of 
strikes by teachers, state-em- 
ployed doctors, engineers, and 
many civil servants in the 
coming weeks. 

The government this week-* 
end began a new wave of 
price increases by raising fuel 
costs, causing immediate in- 
creases in electricity, water 
and transport charges. 

Other price increases will 
follow as a result of plans 
further to reduce government 
subsidies on essential items. 

Asked by reporters after the 
meeting if the government was 
prepared for a new round of 
strikes in protest against its 
decision to uphold the six- 
month-old wage policy. Fin- 
ance Minister Simcha Ehrlich 
said: “If. in order to heal the 
state of the economy, we 
have to suffer from strikes, 
the government will withstand 
them, even if the price is hea- 
vy."

MEA reports $17 million loss

Willy Brandt 

Brandt warns 
of danger in 
rich-poor gap 

WASHINGTON,. Oct 29 
(AP) — Willy Brandt, the for- 
mer West German chancellor, 
has warned that world peace 
can be endangered by the wid- 
ening gap between rich and 
poor countries. 

Brandt was responsible for 
Bonn’s Ostpolitik, bringing 
West Germany and tbe Soviet 
Union closer together. Now he 
heads the North -South Com- 
mission. an independent body 
devoted to bringing together 
the industrial West and poor 
countries. 

“In my judgment," he told 
the Associated Press in an. .in- 
terview, “mankind is threatened 
during the two decades ahead.: 
of us not only by tbe danger 
of nuclear war as a result of 
the arms race. Mankind can 
also be threatened by what 
grows out of a widening gap 
between poor and rich coun- 
tries. 

“It can lead to a good deal 
of unrest, unrest can result in 
revolts, revolts could result in 
regional wars, regional wars 
can become a danger to world 
peace. So building bridges bet- 
ween the poor and the rich, is 
for me a new element of a 
peace-preserving policy." 

Brandt, who will be 65 next 
month, shows no sign of re- 
tiring from world politics. He 
is in the midst of a program 
of speechmaking and conferen- 
ces in New York and Washing- 
ton. 


BEIRUT, Oct. 29 (AP) - 
Middle East Airlines, Leba- 
non's national carrier, suffer- 
ed losses totalling SI 7 million 
this year, the board chairman 
announced Sunday. 

Asaad Nasr said in a state- 
ment that the losses have been 
offset by drawing on the 
company’s surplus funds, pro- 
fits earned before the 1975- 
1976 civil war broke out and 
wrecked the economy.

DUBAI, Oct 29 <R) — A 
Middle East construction exhi- 
bition opened here Sunday 
with 300 local and foreign 
firms showing various cons- 
truction and building equip- 
ment. 

The four-day exhibition is 
at Dubai's 39-storey trade cen- 
ter the tallest building in the 
Gulf. 

The center, built at a cost cf 
114 million stealing (about 
S228 million), will be for- 
mally opened by Britain’s 
Queen Elizabeth when she 
comes here in the course of a 
Gulf tour in February. 


Brazilian steel contract 
due to be signed today 


BRASILIA, Oct. 29 (AP) — 
Brazilian, Japanese and Italian 
steel companies are scheduled 
Monday to sign contracts for 
the construction of Brazil’s 
largest steel mill with a pro- 
jected three million ton output 
by 1982. 

Brazilian President Ernesto 
Geisel was to* attend the cere- 
mony in Vitoria, a coastal 
city 540 kilometers north of 
Rio de Janeiro and 12 kilo- 
meters from the pilot site at 
Tubarao. 

The agreement brings .to a 
close several years of negotia- 
tions between Siderbras, 'he 
Brazilian bolding company, 
Finside of Italy, and Kawa- 
saki steel corporation of Ja- 
pan. 

The total projected cost of 
the Tubarao plant is $2.7 bil- 
lion. 

The ceremony comes a week 
after the signing of loan ag- 
reements in Japan by a Sider- 
bras subsidiary, Companhia 
Siderurgica de Tubarao and a 
consortium of 22 Japanese 
banks Jed by the Bank of 
Tokyo, the Industrial Bank of 
Japan, the Dai-Inhi Kangyo 
Bank Limited, nd the Long- 
Term Credit Bank of Japan. 

The loan was for $700 mil- 
lion, part of Brazil's Si billion 
investment in the project. 

The contracts to be signed 
Monday are for the purchase 
of equipment and parts, train- 
ing of supervisory personnel, 
and engineering services. 

According to Siderbras, Bra- 
zilian Minister of Industry 


and Commerce Angelo Ca V 
mon de Sa has agreed that 
roughly 50 per cent of the 
capital equipment for. the plant 
be provided by Brazilian sup- 
pliers. 

The Brazilian share in equip- 
ment supply contracts provok- 
ed a heated debate in Brazil 
in which steel equipment ma- 
nufacturers here accused the 
government of favoring the- 
foreign companies. Gaboon de 
Sa, as a result of the debate, 
raised the figure for Brazilian 
participation from 33 per cent 
to 50.5 per cent. 

Karamanlis 
home after 
EEC talks' 

. ATHENS, Oct. 29 (JR) — 
Premier Constantine Karaman- 
lis returned to Athens Sunday 
after visits to Rome, Paris and 
Dublin where he discussed 
Greece's bid to join the Euro- 
pean Economic Community. 

Karamanlis had talks with Ita- 
lian Premier Giulio Andreotti, 
French President Valery Gis- 
card d’Estaing, and Irish Prime 
Minister Jack Lynch. 

Greece, an associate mem- 
ber of the EEC, has asked to 
become a full member in 
1980. 

During his talks, Karaman- 
lis secured the backing of all 
three countries for Greece’s 
early entry. 

On his way back to Athens 
from Dublin, Karamanlis stop- 
ped in Paris to meet political 
leaders.
